HOW  TO  MAKE  A  LAWN 

Have  soil  thoroughly  spaded  up,  enriched  with  sheep 
fertilizers  or  ground  bone,  level  and  roll  it  w'ell  to  make 
compact.  Select  a  still  day  for  seeding;  sow  one-half 
of  the  seed  from  north  to  south  and  half  from  east  to 
west,  rake  it  over  and  roll  again.  When  grass  comes 
up  re-seed  the  bare  spots.  Mow  grass  when  2  inches' 
high,  and  as  necessary  thereafter.  Don’t  rake  up  short 
clippings,  as  they  make  a  good  mulch.  Always  thor¬ 
oughly  soak  a  lawn  whenever  required,  but  never 
sprinkle  lightly.

Spring  for  border,  or  in  rows  12  to  13  inches  apart, 
care  being  taken  that  the  drills  be  not  more  than  one- 
half  inch  in  depth,  and  that  the  seed  be  well  pressed 
down  after  sowing,  as  the  seed  germinates  very  slowly, 
three  to  five  weeks  elapsing  sometimes  before  it  makes 
its  appearance.

As  tomatoes  are  very  sensitive  to  frost,  they  cannot 
be  set  in  the  open  field  until  about  May  1st.

Flowers  should  be 
cut  often  as  to  prevent  running  to  seed.
